WOOLD CALL MEETING
- OF LEADING P

London, July 27.—A feature of the
suggestion of George Tchitcherin,
Russian minister of foreign affairs,
for a peace conference at London
which fixes first attention here is that
it differs widely from that proposed
by Earl Carlson’s recent note from
Spa. The present Soviet proposal
